REMARKS 

Status of Claims and Amendment 

Claims 1, 2, 5-12, 15, and 16 have been amended. Claims 1-16 are all the claims pending 
in the application. Claims 1-11 are rejected. Claims 12-16 are objected. 

Claims 1, 2, and 5-1 1 have been amended to remove parentheses, brackets, and braces in 
response to the rejection under 112, second paragraph. 

Claims 12, 15, and 16 have been amended to change the claim dependency to depend 
from claim 1 in response to the objections to the claims. 

No new matter is added.

Application No. 97838/2003 filed April 1, 2003, and Japanese Application No. 404959/2003 
filed December 3, 2003, as well as receipt of the certified copies of the priority documents.

Claim Objections 

Claims 12-16 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) because it is asserted that a multiple 
dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. It appears the Office 
Action has not examined claims 12-16 for this reason. 

In response, claims 12, 15, and 16 have been amended to depend from claim 1. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the grounds of objection is respectfully requested. 
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Claim Rejections Under 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being allegedly 
indefinite. 

The Office Action asserts that the claims are unclear because of the inclusion of 
parentheses, brackets, and braces. 

In response, Applicants have amended the claims to remove the parentheses, brackets, 
and braces. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection under § 1 12, second paragraph, is respectfully 
requested.
